Club lets lawsuits fly against City Centre

travel The battle over clo¬ 
sure of the City Centre Air¬ 
port isn’t over yet, with 
the filing of a lawsuit the 
Edmonton Flying Club says 
hinges on a lease broken

hall were a party to clo¬ 
sure, and that’s exactly 
what we’ve seen,” Alberta 
Enterprise Group presi¬

The lawsuit, filed last 
week by lawyers of Edmon¬ 
ton Flying Club president 
Ralph Henderson, alleges 
the City of Edmonton lease 
doesn’t contain an early 
termination clause, and 
the Edmonton Regional 
Airport Authority is re¬ 
quired to operate the air¬ 
port until 2052. 

The group says trips in 
and out of the site are es¬ 
sential for speedy health 
service, citing an early De¬ 
cember Medevac flight in 
jeopardy of being re-routed 
due to nasty weather. They 


claim a patient would like¬ 
ly have died had the plane 
been re-routed from the 
City Centre Airport. 

“It’s all about time,” 
Shipton said. “There is no 
simpler or effective solu¬ 
tion.” 

Officials say an estimat¬ 
ed 10,000 Medevac flights 
to and from the airport 
were flown in 2009. 

Edmonton Airport Au¬ 
thority spokeswoman Traci 
Bednard wouldn’t com¬ 
ment on the specifics of 
the lawsuit yesterday, cit¬ 
ing respect for legal 
process. 


Life term 
for murder 

Woman's sentence brings 
no closure for girl's mother

The mother of a slain 13 - 
year-old girl felt no relief 
yesterday upon hearing a 
decision that an 
Edmonton woman will 
serve a life sentence for 
her part in the brutal rape 
and deadly beating. 

“I’ll never have closure,” 
Peacha Atkinson told 
Metro yesterday. 

Stephanie Bird, 22, one 
of five people charged in 
the April 2005 murder of 
Nina Courtepatte, was ini¬ 
tially given a 12-year sen¬ 
tence after she was found 
guilty of a lesser charge of 
manslaughter. 

The Supreme Court of 
Canada overturned the 
conviction last December 
and ruled the 22-year-old 
woman was guilty of first- 
degree murder. 

Trial testimony suggest¬ 
ed Bird struck the first 
blow and held Nina down 
during the rape. 

Bird’s lawyer argued that 
she should be absolved of 
murder because she says 
she left the scene before 
the fatal beating began. 

In a unanimous decision, 
the high court concluded 
there wasn’t enough evi¬ 
dence to show Bird, who 
was 17 at the time of the 
killing, had had a change 
of heart. 

“She didn’t have a 
change of heart,” Atkinson 
said. “She has no remorse.” 

Atkinson has sat

through countless trials of 
those accused in her 
daughter’s murder. Two 
men were found guilty of 
first-degree murder, a 
then-teenage girl was 
found guilty of second-de¬ 
gree murder, and another 
man was acquitted. 

Atkinson says never-end¬ 
ing court dates keep her 
daughter’s murder in the 
forefront of her mind, 
though she died almost 
five years ago. 

“A day doesn’t go by 
where we don’t wonder 
where she’d be now,” 
Atkinson said. “She want¬ 
ed to be famous: A model; 
an actress; a singer. She 
would have got there. She 
would have made it and 
made sure people recog¬ 
nized her.” 

Bird, who was convicted 
as a young offender and 
sentenced as an adult, has 
been behind bars for five 
years and will be eligible to 
apply for parole in another 
five.

David Sawyer, 17, was 
present at the city hall un¬ 
veiling and felt it was im¬ 
portant for parents to have 
the kit so they can be credi¬ 
ble when they talk to their 
youngsters.

Shell’s oilsands case 
not typical: Analyst 


energy European energy 
major Royal Dutch Shell 
PLC is slowing the pace of 
its investment in the oil- 
sands even as many of its 
peers speed up theirs, but 
observers say the decision 
says more about Shell than 
the overall outlook for the 
oilsands sector. 

Peter Voser, who took the 
helm of the Anglo-Dutch 
company in July, told a U.K. 
newspaper this week that 
Shell intends to focus on ex¬ 
ploration for new resources 
around the world rather 
than exploit costly “uncon¬ 
ventional” ones like the oil¬ 
sands. 

“Voser’s comment is pret¬ 
ty much Shell-specific,” 
Mark Gilman, an energy an¬ 
alyst with New York’s 
Benchmark Company, said 
yesterday. 

Shell is a 60 per cent own¬ 
er of the Athabasca Oil 
Sands Project, which in¬ 
cludes a massive mining op¬ 
eration north of Fort Mc- 
Murray, as well as an up- 
grader near Edmonton to 
process the heavy oilsands 
crude into higher quality

rounding the oilsands have 
also weighed on Shell, 
whose oilsands operations 
in Alberta were the scene of 
high-profile Greenpeace 
protests in the fall. 

synthetic crude oil. 

Chevron Corp. and 
Marathon Oil Corp. evenly 
split the remaining stake in 
Athabasca. 

The companies are in the 
midst of increasing produc¬ 
tion from Athabasca to 
255,000 barrels a day. 

But Shell has “clearly 
scaled down” earlier plans 
to eventually ramp up to 
700,000 barrels a day, Voser 
said in an interview with 
the Financial Times.

Canadians don’t trust 
government: Report 

Deep divide between citizens, government growing 


A new study, on the heels 
of a public clamour over 
the suspended winter par¬ 
liamentary session, claims 
Canadians are jaundiced 
about the state of democ¬ 
racy here. 

The report, to be released 
today by the Institute of 
Wellbeing, says Canada is 
experiencing “a huge dem¬ 
ocratic deficit, with trust in 
Canadian government and 
public institutions on a 
steep decline.” 

“The disconnect between 
Canadians and those who 
govern on their behalf is 
deep, wide, and growing” 
said Lynne Slotek of the in¬ 
stitute. “At a time when 
people are demanding

greater accountability and 
transparency, they see 
their government institu¬ 
tions becoming more re¬ 
mote and opaque.” 

The report on “Democra¬ 
tic Engagement” comes co¬ 
incidentally amid protests 
over Prime Minister 
Stephen Harper’s New 


Year’s decision to halt the 
last parliamentary session 
and reconvene only in 
March. A review of 10 years 
of data, it does not take in¬ 
to account the reaction to 
the government’s move. 

National opinion surveys 
in recent weeks suggest 
that Canadians, rather 
than being disengaged or 
apathetic, have reacted 
strongly to Harper’s deci¬ 
sion to prorogue. It has cost 
the federal Conservatives 
dearly, with party support 
ratings dropping to an al¬ 
most statistical tie with 
their main opponents, the 
Liberals. 

Slotek said in an inter¬ 
view the public’s obvious 


dissatisfaction with that de¬ 
cision “is an affirmation of 
what our report says — 
that people are interested 
in politics, they want to 
find ways to participate, 
and if they can’t, they’ll 
look at other activities such 
as signing petitions, Face- 
book or the Internet.” 

Citing results of past 
Canada Election Studies, it 
said an “overwhelming” 
majority of Canadians feel 
the policies of the federal 
government have not 
made their lives better. On¬ 
ly 12 per cent said their 
lives had been improved by 
federal policies when last 
surveyed in 2006.

Scientists probe alien life 


For the past 50 years, scien¬ 
tists have scoured the skies 
for radio signals from be¬ 
yond our planet, hoping for 
some sign of extraterrestri¬ 
al life. But one physicist 
says there’s no reason alien 
life couldn’t already be 
lurking among us — or 
maybe even in us. 

Paul Davies, an award¬ 
winning Arizona State Uni¬ 
versity physicist known for 
his popular science writing, 
said yesterday that life may 
have developed on Earth 
not once but several times. 

Davies said the variant 
life forms — most likely 


tiny microbes — could still 
be hanging around “right 
under our noses — or even 
in our noses.” 

“How do we know all life 
on Earth descended from a 
single origin?” he told a 
conference at London’s 
prestigious Royal Society. 
“We’ve just scratched the 
surface of the microbial 
world.” 

Davies also noted that 
less than one per cent of all 
the world’s bacteria had 
been comprehensively 

studied — leaving plenty of 
time to find unusual organ¬ 
isms.

The Mars rover Spirit has 
logged nearly five miles 
during six years of rolling 
around the red planet. It 
has driven forward, back¬ 
ward and uphill over 
plains, plateaus, and even 
a mountain as tall as the 
Statue of Liberty. 

No more. 

NASA yesterday declared 
an end to Spirit’s roving ca¬ 
reer after repeated attempts 
to free it from a sand pit 
where it’s been stuck for 
nine months. With Martian 
winter approaching, the fo¬ 
cus instead will turn to im¬ 
proving Spirit’s tilt so its so¬ 
lar panels can receive maxi¬ 
mum sunlight. 

“Spirit has encountered a 
golfer’s worst nightmare: 
The sand trap that no mat¬ 
ter how many strokes you 
take you can’t get out of it,” 
said Doug McCuistion, who 
heads the Mars exploration 
program at NASA head¬ 
quarters. 

Tiying to look on the 
bright side, NASA said Spir¬ 


it can still do research while 
stuck in place, provided it 
survives the winter. Scien¬ 
tists wasted no time draw¬ 
ing up new research priori¬ 
ties for the former rover, in¬ 
cluding studying the plan¬ 
et’s core, tracking the 
weather and examining the 
soil in detail. 

Spirit and its twin, Oppor¬ 
tunity, parachuted to oppo¬ 
site ends of the Martian 
equator in 2004. By poking 
into craters, drilling into 
rocks and driving across the 
bumpy surface, they discov¬ 
ered geological evidence 
that water flowed on the 
Martian surface eons ago. 

Designed to last three 
months, both have dazzled 


scientists and the public by 
working past their warran¬ 
ty, and they’re closing in on 
the record for the longest- 
running Mars surface mis¬ 
sion. 

That achievement is held 
by the Viking 1 lander, 
which lasted on the red 
planet for six years and 116 
days. 

“We’re not giving up on 
Spirit. Since the start of this 
mission, we’ve really done 
eveiything that we can to 
try to squeeze every last lit¬ 
tle bit of science out of 
these rovers. We’re going to 
keep doing exactly that,” 
said chief scientist Steve 
Squyres of Cornell Universi¬ 
ty.

The global economic or¬ 
ganization said yesterday 
world economic output 
will grow 3.9 per cent this 
year, up from its previous 
estimate of 3.1 per cent. 

Canada’s growth is pro¬ 
jected at 2.6 per cent this 
year, slightly behind the 
United States but ahead of 
other G7 members. This 
compares to a previous 
forecast of 2.1 per cent 
growth in 2010. 

This is slightly lower 


than the Bank of Canada’s 
most recent forecast, 
which predicts growth will 
average 2.9 per cent this 
year. The Washington- 
based IMF said the recov¬ 
ery is moving at different 
paces around the world, 
with the rebound 
strongest in Asia’s emerg¬ 
ing economies and weaker 
in developed countries, 
which are still dependent 
on government stimulus.

In the AHL, the skill and 
speed of the two will result 
in at least a point per night 
for each. This is doubly 
good for Springfield, which, 
like the Oilers, is wallowing 
at the bottom of the stand¬ 
ings. So the Falcons get a 
couple more wins than they 
would have before and two 
highly-rated prospects get 


back on track. 

Not only that, but Gagner 
and Cogliano would be out 
of the media spotlight, no 
longer quizzed on a daily 
basis on why they aren’t 
putting up the points they 
did as rookies back in 2007- 
OS and why Edmonton 
can’t win. 

Pressure’s off in the ‘A,’ 


where, at most, they’d have 
to answer to two or three 
reporters per game. 

Both players are in the fi¬ 
nal year of entiy-level con¬ 
tracts, so there’s no penalty 
to the Oilers for sending 
them down. 

The precedent for this 
has already been set by oth¬ 
er NHL teams. Jason Spezza 
went back and forth be¬ 
tween Ottawa and Bing¬ 
hamton, Marc-Andre Fleuiy 
was a frequent member of 
the Wilkes-Barre/Scranton 
Penguins, and all of Ana¬ 
heim’s young guns — Ryan 
Getzlaf, Corey Periy and 
Bobby Ryan, plus current 
Oiler Dustin Penner — did 
their time in the world’s 
second-best league. So why 
not? 

Again, this would be 
done as a learning experi¬ 
ence, not a punishment, 
and I think Gagner and 
Cogliano would understand 
that. It’s the least the Oilers 
can do for two first-round 
draft picks with bright fu¬ 
tures still ahead of them.

Just last season, Chandra 
Crawford's dream of 
cross-country skiing 
before family and fans at 
the Vancouver Olympics 
was disintegrating amidst 
misfortune and painful 
injuries. 

Now, the Olympic gold 
medallist has secured a spot 
on the Canadian team and 
is on the comeback trail 
alongside biathlete sister 
Rosanna Crawford — and 
together they’ve adopted 
the title of “super lucky 
awesome sisters.” 

“Super lucky” seems to be 
overstating the case given 
recent setbacks, but it cor¬ 
rectly reflects the outlook of 
the boisterous, glass-half¬ 
full Crawford clan of Can- 
more, Alta. 

By 2008, Chandra, 27, had 
gone from Olympic sprint 
gold medallist in Turin and 
a World Cup leader, to a 
couch rider with intense 


shooting pains firing up her 
legs. 

Adding to the family’s 
worries, Rosanna, 21, devel¬ 
oped a heart condition 
known as Atrial Tachycar¬ 
dia, where the heart races 
to dangerous levels. She 


says a doctor warned her 
she might have a heart at¬ 
tack were it not for her ex¬ 
treme fitness levels. 

“We both had moments 
when we thought being to¬ 
gether at the Olympics was 
never going to happen,” 


Rosanna said from a recent 
competition site at An- 
tholz, Italy, recalling a 
time when her heart raced 
to 250 beats as she at¬ 
tempted to train. 

Both had to go under the 
surgeon’s knife, with Chan¬ 


dra’s shins being cut open 
in 2008 to deal with com¬ 
partment syndrome, and 
Rosanna heading to a heart 
surgeon in December 2008. 
The surgeon corrected a 
problem with a nerve that 
was the root cause of the 
biathlete’s condition. 

The sisters are preparing 
together for the run-up to 
the Games at a final train¬ 
ing camp on Vancouver Is¬ 
land’s Mount Washington, 
and the final push is on to 
reach for an upset. 

“Everything is going great 
with my erstwhile injuries,” 
writes Chandra in an email 
message. “Eveiything is 
working. 

“I’m looking forward to 
walking in the opening cer¬ 
emonies. I’m looking for¬ 
ward to my sister and I rac¬ 
ing in stadiums that are 
separated by a mere few 
hundreds metres of ski

Polly Liao, financial 
awards officer at Emily 
Carr University of Art and 
Design in Vancouver, says 
she often sees students 
concerned about footing 
the educational bill. 

“I need to discuss their 
personal circumstances 
first, to determine what ex¬ 
actly they’re looking for,” 
she says. By getting a clear 
picture of their finances — 
what they have and what 
they need — she can show 
them what help is avail¬ 
able. Internal scholarships 
are largely based in GPA, 
but external awards, schol¬ 
arships, bursaries and 
grants help a huge and un¬ 
predictable range of peo¬ 
ple. A quick browse at the 
schooPs website, Ecuad.ca, 
shows money targeting 
people who live in social 
housing, students who 
have had tuberculosis, the 
children of people who 
work in the pipeline indus¬ 
try, golfers and students of 
Italian origin. 

“We also have a First Na¬ 
tions area and they admin¬ 
ister their own scholarship 
pool,” Liao says. “We also 
have disability service in 
cases where students 
have medical condi¬ 
tions.” 

If students do opt to take 
out a loan, student services 
can then help them 
through the application 
process. 

Once the fi- 
nances are in 
place, the next 
step is picking a career 
path. “Career planning is 
veiy complex and challeng- 


dinator of Career Services 
at the University of Manito¬ 
ba.

His staff offer career 
counselling, career infor¬ 
mation and employment 
advising to help students 
figure out what they like to 
do and how to do it for a 
living.

tion can help students 
eliminate potential paths 
and open their eyes to ones 
they might never have 
even heard of, let alone 
considered. Ness says work¬

When you write a 
book now, is a film 
adaption in your 

mind? 



No, I’m a novelist. 
Movies come, 
movies go, and the 
day I figure out Hollywood, 
I think I’ll be the first in 
town. It’s a complicated 
thing, and that’s a world 
that I can’t control. The on¬ 
ly world that I can control 
is the world of writing a 




novel, because if I write it, 
it will get published. 

But there isn’t a 
part of you 
thinking, How will 
this be adapted? 

No, it isn’t. The on¬ 
ly way I think about 
film in the process 
of writing is to be aware of 
films with the knowledge 
that I’m trying to write an 
original stoiy. I don’t want 


to write a book that’s been 
written before, even by 
myself. At the same time, I 
don’t want to write a novel 
that feels like you just saw 
it in a movie. For instance, 
I would never write a love 
stoiy set on the Titanic. It 
was never a book. It would 
be original in literature, 
but it’s not original.

Nicholas Sparks is the author 
behind Dear John, which 
opens in theatres next Friday. 

H it’s minimal. For 
the most part I’m 
not recognized. I 
could walk down through 
the lobby right after this 
interview and nobody’s go¬ 
ing to know who I am. 

I get tons of fan mail, 
and everybody gets an an¬ 
swer. Well, almost every¬ 
body. I don’t do Twitter, 
but I do have a veiy 
extensive web¬ 
site.

Wood pigeon ready to take flight

The day before 
Woodpigeon’s new album 
came out, Mark Hamilton 
— the band’s singer — was 
in his Calgary home, 
getting ready to lie down 
after a rough day.

the past. 

“For a gay singer to be re¬ 
ferring to gender, for me, 
that’s a big thing,” he says.

Awards ceremonies have 
ended on similar notes. 

In 2008, jazz legend Her¬ 
bie Hancock — then 68 — 
climbed the stage to col¬ 
lect his 12th career Gram¬ 
my, besting more buzzed- 
about competitors Amy 
Winehouse and Kanye 
West in the album of the 
year category. 

Last year, it was Alison 
Kraus s and Robert Plant 
who brought their collec¬ 
tive career Grammy count 
up to 33, beating out such 
MTV-ffiendly competition 
as Lil Wayne (who had the 
year’s bestselling album), 
Coldplay and Ne-Yo (along 
with Radiohead) for album 
of the year, and amassing a 
show-high five trophies. 

Going into Sunday’s 
show, Beyonce leads with 
10 nominations, followed 
by eight for 20-year-old 
crossover country sensa¬ 
tion Taylor Swift.
